Bernadette Eyselee, member 
of Culinary Alliance 31, writes 
in that she (along with W. J. 
\Foley, Insurance Agents 219, 
whose question was answered 
in the September 14 East Bay 
Labor Journal) was puzzled by 
the article and editorial about 
the Max J. Osslo case which 
appeared in this paper Septem - 
ber 7. 


She says that she read very 
carefully, as our editorial sug- 
gested, the State Federation 
statement on the Osslo case, 
but that she is puzzled both 
by the attitude the Federation 
takes in defense of Osslo by our 


editorial on the subject. Miss|.s 


Eyselee writes: 


“Your editorial caption read, 
‘If Labor Man Active, Send Him 
to Siberia!’ I wondered what 


and implies.” 


Our editorial pointed out 
that not only has Osslo been 
sentenced to serve a term and 
pay a fine, but that the court 
decreed that after that he was 
to be on probation for ten years 
and that during those ten years 
“he is prohibited from being 
an official of any labor organ- 
ization or assisting in any ne- 
gotiations.” 


The editorial went on to say: 


ous precedent. Any labor lead- 
er who incurred the extreme 
displeasure of the big interests 


States could under this proce- 
dure be yanked out of the labor 
movement and ordered to stay 
away from it ... This prece- 
dent that has been set tran- 
scends in importance to the en- 
tire labor movement the ques- 
jtion of whether any individual 
is innocent or guilty. The en- 
tire labor movement should 
back up the fight against such 
a dangerous precedent stand- 
ing.” 

Miss Eyselee says in her let-| 
jter: 


“It’s unethical practice to 
line up with mobs and thugs,| 
jand it’s just as unethical to} 
line up with another union that 
condones it. Good labor people} 
jhave the right to be immune 
from physical violence . . . Let 
labor set the example and show 
the public that differences of 
opinion can be settled at the 
conference table and not with 
an iron fist. We don’t want 
/people like that in the labor} 
movement—they are better off} 
jin Siberia.” | 
| Miss Eyselee is referring here 
to the fact that Osslo was con- 
victed of conspiring to have a 
business representative of the 
Retail Clerks beaten. But she 
is ignoring two facts. 

One fact she ignores is that 
Osslo has a right, under the 
very democratic procedure she 
is upholding, to an appeal of 
his case, and that if the Execu- 
tive Council of the State Fed- 
eration of Labor believes Osslo| 
is innocent, it has a right to as- 
sist in his defense. 

The second fact ignored is 
ithat our editorial specifically 
stated that, on the probation 
sentence ordering Osslo to stay 
out of the labor movement for 
ten years, the “precedent that 
has been set transcends in im- 
portance to the entire labor) 
movement the question of 
whether any individual is inno- 
cent or guilty.” 

Even if Miss Eyselee were 
convinced that Osslo is guilty 
as charged, we assume that on 
thinking it over she would feel 
that the court has set a very 
dangerous precedent in the 
case. For example, the State! 
Federation has intervened in 
court cases, or at least in one 
that we remember, where a 
supposed Communist was fired 
not because the State Federa- 
tion loves Commies, but be- 
cause the Fed was convinced 
that the manner of the firing 
set a dangerous precedent for 
all union people. 

Persons are guilty or not) 
guilty, but precedents are im- 
portant or not important. We 
back the Federation in con- 
tending that the one involved 
in this case IS important.—LB

The proposed East Bay Rapia 
Transit District includes Ala- 
meda and Contra Costa coun- 
ties, divided into 5 wards for 
the purpose of naming direc- 
tors. 

The elected directors will only 
take office in case the East 
Bay Rapid Transit District is 
approved by the voters of the 
two counties. The proposed dis- 
trict is intended to operate im- 
proved transit alone if neces- 
sary, or to be part of a still 
larger plan for fast transpor- 
tation from Santa Rosa to San 
Jose, if the larger plan is ap- 
proved by the Legislature and 
by voters later.
